Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on February 1 1 , 2004 has been 
entered. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on February 1 1 , 2004. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 31 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 31 , line 3, 
"said second end coupling" appears to be incorrect and should be -said first end coupling — 
and bridging lines 3 and 4, "said first end coupling" should be -said second end coupling-, 
based on the claim terminology previously cited in claim 22, the second end coupling has 
been designated as element 142, see lines 10-1 1 and line 2 of claim 25; and the first end 
coupling has been designated as the means for attaching the device, i.e., element 144, see 
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lines 8-9 in claim 22 and line 3 of claim 25, also see claim 50, lines 18 and 19 and claim 51, 
lines 15 and 16 for the same informalities. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 45, 46, 48, and 49 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in 
proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The claims are 
redundant, the subject matter in claims 45 and 46 is now included in independent claim 22, 
from which the claims directly or indirectly depend from, see lines 6-7 and the subject matter 
of claims 48 and 49 is now included in independent claim 34, see lines 6-7. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 47 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

Claim 47 recites the limitation "said second end coupling," bridging lines 2 and 3". 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-44 and 50-53 are allowed. 
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Claim 47 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the primary reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter in the above-mentioned 
claims are the limitations of a forearm extension having a body and a coupling disposed at a 
first end of the body, means for attaching a device at a second end, and wherein the 
coupling has a wall comprising a slot, the interior of the body in communication with the slot 
by a passageway formed therewith, now included in independent claims 22, 34, 50-53, in 
combination with the other elements recited in the respective claims, which is not found in 
the prior art of record.
